Specification 



> Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

> The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is 
important that the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space 
provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is 
limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe 
the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a 
need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

> The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat 
information given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be 
implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by 
this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

> 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

> The USPTO "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for 
Patent Subject Matter Eligibility" (Official Gazette notice of 22 November 
2005), Annex IV, reads as follows: 

Claims that recite nothing but the physical characteristics of a form of energy, such as a frequency, 
voltage, or the strength of a magnetic field, define energy or magnetism, per se, and as such are 
nonstatutory natural phenomena. O'Reilly, 56 U.S. (15 How.) at 112-14. Moreover, it does not appear 
that a claim reciting a signal encoded with functional descriptive material falls within any of the 
categories of patentable subject matter set forth in Sec. 101. 

> ... a signal does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of Sec. 101. 

> ... signal claims are ineligible for patent protection because they do not fall within any of the four 
statutory classes of Sec. 1 01 . 



> Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter as follows. Claim 10 defines a digital 
information signal of compressed multimedia data having been compressed 
by.... with descriptive material. While "functional descriptive material" may be 
claimed as a statutory product (i.e., a "manufacture") when embodied on a 
tangible computer readable medium, a signal embodying that same functional 
descriptive material is neither a process nor a product (i.e., a tangible "thing") and 
therefore does not fall within one of the four statutory classes of § 101 . Rather, 
"signal" is a form of energy, in the absence of any physical structure or tangible 
material. 
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Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

> The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

> Claims 1,9-10 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Faibish et al. (USPN 6,968,091 B2). 

Regarding claim 1, Faibish discloses, providing an information signal 
representing the bit stream, said signal comprising coded transform coefficients, 
reducing a bit rate of the signal by discarding a selected set of the coded transform 
coefficients (Please note, figure 41 in correlation to column 50, lines 44-60. As indicated 
transform coefficients are obtained from an original block-coded picture 541. The 
encoding or transcoding process includes the pivot-3 method 542 of inserting noise, in 
the form of pivot indices, to reduce the number of bits for coding of the transform 
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coefficients. The reduction in the number of bits facilitates the transmission or storage 
543 of the coded transform coefficients). 

Regarding claim 9, Faibish discloses, a computer readable medium to 
perform the method of claiml (Please note, figure 1). 

Regarding claim 10, arguments analogous to those presented for 1 are 

applicable. 

Regarding claim 13, Faibish discloses, a digital network (Please note, figure 

1).
